It was reported that 
one high official of the state govern- 
ment, himself a Talmadge appointee, is 
ready to go and that one or more 
lesser lights, no longer disciples of the 
Governof, will be let. out. 


Included in the group dismissed yes- 
terday were close friends of William 
B. Harrison, the suspended comptrol- 
Jer general, anephew of Secretary of 
State John B. Wilsom, a half brother 
of Attorney General M. J. Yeomans, 
the sister of one federal official and 
the wives of two federal employes.

SAN LOUIS OBISPO, Cal.,-April 
16.—(#)—Microscopic dots of life 
have been aroused from a 249-year 
“sleep” .to the normal activity they 
abandoned in 1687, Dr. Ira B. Bar- 
tle reported tonight. 

Dr. Bartle, who has spent years 
studying spores and fungi, said he 
résurrected soil bacteria colonies 
which went into suspended anima- 


tion two and a half centuries ago 
when they were sealed in the adobe 
walls of the Tumacacoria mission 
near Nogales, Ariz. 

Last month he visited the old mis- 
sion, founded by Eusebio Francisco 
Kino almost a century before Fra 
Junipero Serra established the Cal- 
ifornia missions. From the four feet

STATE LABOR BOD! 
BACKS, ROOSEVELT 


Speaker Rivers Brands 
$10,000 Entry Fee ‘Ob- 
vious Badge of Racket.’ 


COLUMBUS, Ga., April 16.—(@)— 
President Franklin D, Roosevelt was 
indorsed today for re-election by the 
Georgia Federation of Labor, which 
is holding its annual convention here. 

Declaring the President has “proven 
in every public act that he has the 
interest of the people of this nation at 
heart, rather than privilege for vested 
interests,” the convention, after last 
night critcizing Governor Talmadge, a 
eritic of Roosevelt's, urged the Presi- 
dent’s re-election. 

Defeat of President Roosevelt, the 
convention proposition said, “would be 
an. acknowledged indication that the 
forces responsible for the national eco- 
nomic disaster from which we are just 
emerging would again be licensed to 
‘resume their selfish and wefarious 
practices.” 

Dictatorship Hit. 

The criticism of Governor Talmadge 
came in a proposition condemning 
“his acts of usurpation and dictator- 
ship,” and said Georgia “is being dis- 
graced by a public servant who is at- 
tempting to hold himself higher than 
the laws of our state.”*The Governor 
is now operating the state govern- 
ment without an appropriations bill. 

After adopting the Roosevelt re- 
election proposition today, the conven- 
tion attacked as pernicious” proposed 
amendments to the state constitution 
—amendmen.s which Talmadge has 
said he favored—which would length- 
en the term of state officials from two 
to four years. 

Speaker EK. D. Rivers, of the state 
house of representatives, was accord- 
ed privilege of the floor at today’s 
session. 

He praised the federation for its 
indorsement of President Roosevelt 
and said “the state needs a progres- 
sive administration to catch step and 
fully co-operate” with the national 
democratic administration. Rivers has 
been mentioned as a probable candi- 
date for governor this year.

Talmadge Not Expected 
to Enter Race for Presi- 
dential Ballots in State. 


Friends of President Roosevelt all 
over Georgia yesterday began volun- 
tarily contributing to a $10,000 fund 
with which to pay the President’s en- 
try fee in Georgia’s primary, although 
it appeared fairly definite Governor 
Talmadge would not enter the contest. 
It was generally understood there will 
be no opposition and hence no pri- 
mary. 

The Governor was out of the city 
attending the Darien bicentennial cele- 
bration, but from his close friends it 
was authoritatively learned he will 
not enter the primary, nor will he 
have a proxy entry. Observers held to 
the belief Salmadge does not desire

laid the corner stone of the building 
which will house the government's 
chief conservation agency, the In- 
terior Department. 

The ceremony was marked by the 
proposal of Secretary Ickes that the 
name be changed to that of the “con- 
servation” department. 

Pronouncing the corner stone of the 
$12,000,000 building “well and truly 
laid,” the President said it was a 
“good augury” that he had used the 
same silver trowel with which George 
Washington laid the corner stone of 
the capitol building in 1793. 

After reviewing early eonservation 


efforts and mentioning that “Theo-| p 


dore Roosevelt, for one, rose up and. 
battled against this squandering of 
our patrimony,” the President said: 

“Supported by an awakened country 
which by now is beginning to realize 
the truth of the old warnings, we of 
this administration have devoted our 
thoughts and energies to the-conser- 
vation of our God-given wealth. 

“Employing every agency of gov- 
ernment at hand to protoct our birth- 
right, we have in the past several 
years made advantes far beyond the 
hopes of earlier day conservation- 
ists.” 

“But the battle,” he said, “as in 
the case of other battles—it. is a. bat- 
tle because it is a case of a lot of 
opposition—goes on and must be car- 
ried forward with renewed vigor. if 
future generations are to receive the 
full benefits that are their due.” 

The Presiden: and Ickes smocthed 
the mortar of the corner stone and 
sealed within it an American flag, a 


Bible, a pamphlet on the constitution, 
a bronze medallion of the President, 
an autographed photograph of Ickes, 
anc documents illustrating the activi- 
ties of the Interior Department.

ROME, April 16.—(#)—Italy began 
a daring 175-mile thrust through the 
heart of Ethiopia toward the capital 
city of Addis Ababa itself today, Rome 
newspapers reported. 

A “flying” motorized column of 
cheering Askaris, the native warriors 
who have been the spearpoint -of 
Italy’s drive over the formidable nat- 
ural barriers of northern Ethiopia, 
started the march southward.

WESTERN WPA CHIEF

Senator Vandenberg’s Sug- 
gestion About Relief Re- 
jected by Administration. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—(4)— 
Asserting “we won't stand for politi- 
cal skullduggery in WPA,’ Harry L.

Dip the onion rings into the batter.

Dip 
in the fritter batter, and fry in deep 
hot lard 360-375 degrees Fahrenheit, 
until brown, Turn fritters frequently 
while cooking. ' 

Fritter Batter. 


Three-fourths cup sifted flour, 1 
teaspoon baking powder, 1 tablespoon 
powdered sugar. 1-8 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
cup milk, 1 egg. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. Com- 
bine milk and well-beaten egg and add 
to dry ingredients, while beating con- 
stantly. The batter should be thick 
enough to entirely coat the fruit. 

Fried Pies. 

A pastry which is well known and 
a great favorite in certain sections of 
the country but is still a novelty is 
fried pies. 

Two cups flour, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-3 
cup lard, 6 tablespoons cold water, ap- 
ple sauce. 

Sift and measure flour, Work the 
lard into flour and salt with pastry 
blender. When mixture has the ap- 
earance of coarse cornmeal, gradual- 
y add moisture, adding only enough 
to make dough soft enough to roll out. 
Roll into rounds about five inches in 
dinmeter. Place a_ tablespoon of 
sweetened, spice apple sauce on each 
round. Moisten edges. Cover fruit 
with other half of the round of crust. 
Press edges together with fingers. Fry 
| in deep lard (350 degrees Fahrenheit). 
| This makes about six pies.

So, the Fulton tower doors slammed 
shut on ‘Thomas Jefferson Whitehead 
Again yesterday afternoon and mar- 
shals, G-men and probation officers 
breathed a sigh of relief—a.short sigh, 
cause Whitehead always has. a way 
of springing a new one and .clipping 
these sighs in the middle. 

_ Recaptured Convict. : 

He is a recaptured convict today. 
Last month he had come down to At- 
lanta from the federal reformatory at 
Chillicothe, Ohio, where he had just 
started serving a three-year sentence, 
imposed by a Tennessee judge for the 
theft of an automobile. He appeared 
before Judge E. Marvin Underwood at 
the March term of court and pleaded 
guilty to impersonating a federal of- 
ficer, Judge Underwood eentenced him 
to serve two years at Chillicothe, the 
sentence to run concurrently with his 
three-year sentence out of Tennessee. 

On his way back from Atlanta to 
Chillicothe, Whitehead, a. most trac- 
table prisoner, asked the marshal’s 
permission to step into the men’s room 
at Lexington, Ky. The marshal wait- 
ed outside but Whitehead did not re- 
appear. The marshal looked inside 
and a broken window told him his 
prisoner was gone. That was last 
month. Everyone has been looking 
for Whitehead since. 


Yesterday the county police’ were: 


tipped that Whiteliead was at his 
sister's home—and there they found 
him, He offered no resistance, he ad- 
mitted everything, as he has always 
with the frank affability of a polished 
young man of affairs.’ In spite of his 
charming manners, however, an un- 
equalled story of crime is the story 
of Whitehead’s life since 1932, when 
he was 15 years old. 
Volume of Crime. 

In those four years, Whitehead has 
built up a record and sheet by sheet 
the story of his excursions into crime 
has accumulated into a thick volume. 

He started in Rome in 1932, by 
borrowing an automobile without the 
owner’s consent and driving it about 
Floyd county as an adventure. That 
escapade landed him in the juvenile 
court. He was released with an ad- 
monishment by a judge who seemed 
convinced Whitehead would never do 
such an unreasonable act again. 
Whitehead then stole an automobile 
and from that day on through 1933, 
1934, 1935 and into these spring 
months of 1936 he has been as busy 
as the police who have ‘been pur- 
suing him and the prison guards who 
have been trying to reform him, 

He is known in Reidsville, N. C.; 
Chattanooga, Knoxville, Jackson, 
Tenn., and all through north Georgia. 
His crimes include drunk, fighting, 
driving cars without the owners’ con- 
sent,. the Dyer act, which concerns 
itself with stolen automobiles driven 
acrosg a state line, burglary, swin- 
dling, jail-breaking, larceny and im- 
personating a federal officer.

He 
lured the boy out of the automobile 
and took him some distance away. 
“I must see the commanding offi- 
cer,” he told the boy. “Wait here 
until I get back.” 

Whitehead did not come back. He 
was found with the automobile in 
Jackson, Tenn., and the sentence to 
Chillicothe resulted. It was his re- 
turn from Chillicothe to admit: his 
guilt to the charges of impersonating 
a CCC officer that gave him his op- 
portunity t6 escape. 

He will be held in Fulton tower un- 
til federal officials can decide what

BY FLOCK OF CHICKENS 


ATHENS, Ga., April 16.—(4)—The 
story of one farmer who boosted his 
cash income with even a small flock 
of chickens was reported today by 
the College of Agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

The college announcement said “a 
farm flock may mean considerable in 
the farm business,” and cited the case 
of A. O. Ring, of Philomath, Ga. 

“Starting with 500 baby chicks in 
the spring of 1934, he inventoried on 
January 1, 1985, 220 pullets. Ad- 
ding 300 chicks in April of 1935, he 
on mage | 1, 1936, inventoried 20U 
pullets and hens,” the announcement 
said. 

“During 1935 there were some 4,- 
027 dozen eggs sold. The average for 
the 225 hens and pullets for the year 
oy 15.8 dozen eggs or 188 eggs per 
en. 

“The feed cost of producing these 
eggs was 11.6 cents per dozen. The 
average selling price was 24.8 cents, 
or, to put it another way, the feed 
cost was $1.82 and the sales amounted 
to $8.92, leaving $2.10 per hen above 
f cost.”

IN WALL STREET THEFT

Paris, as described by police, had all 
the elemen’ of a detective “thriller,” 
including mysterious telephone calls, 
a dead man, a tip from a beautiful 
woman with a villa in Monte Carlo, 
and a_ telegram to the prince of 


Monaco. 

The telephone calls were received 
by Detective Oswald March 4. 

“Are you interested in getting in- 
formation of a mob that has $3,000,- 
000 worth of bonds?” said the myste- 
rious voice. 

The caller hung up when Oswald 
tried to obtain more information. 

The next day the same anonymous 
caller advised him to “go to Paris.” 

About ten days later express com- 
pany officials in Paris were able to 
supply information in response to a 
police request. 

The ring, according to this infor- 
mation, used expensive motor cars and 
yachts, and lived like royalty in order 
to impress customers, usually persons 
able to buy investments for large es- 
tates where securities likely would be 
hidden indefinitely. 

The “beauty woman” in the case, 
living in New York with a villa at 
Monte Carlo, supplied the name of 
Anthony Pasquale, who, she said, had 
approached her about securities. Pas- 
quale was found to have been shot 
four times and killed July 30, 1985. 
at Hester and Mott streets. 

But through a man living on Park 
avenue who said he had been ap- 
proached regardi..s security purchases 
and had learned the bonds were stolen, 
Frank was taken into custody. 

A cable to the prince of Monaco 
in Monte Carlo brought thé informia- 
tion that the Czechoslovakian. and 
Hungarian were under arrest in Paris.

The 
securities were abstracted from a tell- 
er’s cage in the United States Trust 
Company when a clerk turned his back 
for a moment. 

Meanwhile, another deadline passed 
at noon for the $10,000 reward of- 
fered for a clae in the robbery of a 
bank messenger that netted $1,456,000 
in securities Jgnuary 28, 1938. 

Nearly a million dollars worth of 
the treasury notes matured yesterday. 
Insurance companies have had a re- 
ward posted for information on the 
notes but said their search has been

Stirring of Prejudice for ‘Po- 
litical Ends’ Condemned 


as ‘Un-American.’ 

The Commission on Interracial Co- 
operation yesterday condemned as 
“anti-social, un-American and un- 
Christian” any attempt to create racial 
projudice “for political ends.” 

The commission’s stand was taken 


at its annual meeting held here a day 
after Vance Muse, of Houston, Texas, 
told the senate lobby -committee he 
distributed in the south pictures of 
Mrs. Franklin D.. Roosevelt with two 
negro escorts. 

Muse, general manager of the South- 
ern Committee to Uphold the Consti- 
tution, also told the committee John 
J. Raskob and Pierre S. duPont each 
contributed $5,000 for the anti-New 
Deal ‘grass roots” convention in Ma- 
con. The pictures were widely dis- 
tributed at the Macon assembly. 

Delegates to the meeting were told 
yesterday of the government's plans 
for operation of the University low- 
rent housing project in southwest. At- 
lanta. O. L. Freeman, manager’ of 
the project, was the speaker. 

The University project, similar to 
the Techwood housing project, is be- 
ing built by the PWA housing division 
for the negro population of Atlanta. 
The members of the commission were 
shown the buildings, which are near- 
ing completion, and plans for manage- 
ment were explained. 

About 50 members of the commis- 
sion, representing virtually every state 
below the Mason-Dixon line, were 
present.

Strategy is Puzzling. 

Poltical observers yesterday could 
not fathom the Talmadge strategy in 
calling a primary and then not en- 
tering it, unless he hopes to salvage 
his national committeemanship out 
of the situation, The national com- 
mitteeman leads the delegation at a 
national convention and is elected by 
that delegation.

PPKIN SAYS SECURITY. 
VITAL TO DEMOCRACY 


Must Be Achieved for Sur- 
vival, He Tells Dixie 
Federation.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 16.—(7)— 


Economic security from “the cradle to 
the grave” must be achieved if democ- 
racy survives, Dr. Charles W. Pip- 
kin, dean of the graduate school of 
Louisiana State University, told dele- 
gates today to the Student Government 
and Publications convention of the 
southern and southeastern divisions of 
the National Student Federation of 
America. 

“A nation with from 14 to 16 mil- 
lions unemployed will find its govern- 
ment unable’ to endure,” Dr. Pipkin 
said. “The whole system jeopardized 
and exploited by. industrial insecurity 
and injustice presents a discouraging 
future for the college. 

“I cannot understand why young 
men and women with the fire of youth 
apologize for industrial conditions that 
are destroying their opportunities. 
while they walk the streets unem- 
ployed.” 

Dr. Pipkin warned that “we are at 
the bright beginning of.a war again,” 
and that a “retreat of youth into the 
past with blind acceptance of the old 
supreme sovereignty of the state in 
Germany. Italy and Russia ie stirring 
up racial hatreds similar to those of 
1914.” 

“Youth cannot eurvive in a world 
where war is the guiding force,” he 
said. “Youth is war’s fodder that is 
—— from the classroom to the battle 
ield.” 

Dr. E. J. Eberling, of Vanderbilt 
University, speaking at tonight's ses- 
sion, said that if the south hopes to 
reach a higher economic plane it must 
produce more and “get more for its 
products.” He said a program of cur- 
tailed production was “unwise.” 

Students must become aware of the 
changes going on about them, he said, 
and that there “must be a reorganiza- 
tion of the youth of the land, equipped 
to solve the problems of a changed 
world.” '

(as you must in order to ogg the 
deficit is supplied from the calories 
stored over your hips and under your 
chin, and the scales drop.

energy requirement. 

To calculate your normal number 
of calories, first multiply your nor- 
mal weight (not your present weight) 
by 15, 16, or 17, a factor which va- 
ries according to activity. If there is 
visible evidence that-you dislike ex- 
ercise, 15 is the figure to use. In 
general, the average woman shouid 
use the figure 15, and the average man 
should use the number 16 as the mul- 
tiplier. 

All right, slet’s work it out: Sup- 
pose your normal weight to be 120 
pounds. Multiplying 120 by 15 gives 
1,800, which is the number of cal- 
ories you need daily to keep you at 
your present weight. But, supposing 
you weigh 145 pounds instead of the 
120 pounds you should weigh, then 
in order to use up the 25 odd pounds, 
you must cut your calorie allowance 
to two-thirds your normal require- 
ment. In other words, you must draw 
on your own body fat for energy if 
you are to lose weight. 

Figuring it out, ‘two-thirds of 1,- 
800 calories leaves 1,200 calories for 
your day’s allowance. That amount 
of food, together with a regular 
amount of exercise, will bring a loss

There isn’t any doubt—as far as the records go—that Cobb 
was the greatest ball player of all time. 

He attended to most of the record-making in baseball. 


He has the almost incredible lifetime batting aver- 
age of .367 for 23 years. He won 12 batting champion- 
ships, nine of them in succession, 


He holds the all-time record for base-stealing with a life- 
time average of 892 bases. Max Carey ranks second with 738. 

Cobb batted above .300 for 23 consecutive seasons, Most 
of his batting was with the old ball. He went to bat 11,429 
times, made 4,191 hits and scored 2,244 runs. 

Cobb scored 100 or more runs in 11 seasons. Only Babe 
Ruth tops him. Ruth scored 100 or more in 12 seasons. 


Cobb leads in singles with 3,052—and that is a rec- 
ord that sands alone. 


The Babe has more long hits—1,456—yet for a total bases 
the record goes to Cobb, with 5,863 as against 5,762. 

This is amazing—Ruth hit the lively ball. It was created 
for him. Yet with all his power he did not have the total base 
record. It was Cobb’s. 


The Georgia Peach played in 3,033 games. It is 
hardly possible any other player will reach that total. 

As yet no one has come close to his base-stealing record 

for a single season. 

It was Cobb—more than any nother man—who was the 
ball player’s ball player. On the records he stands alone. Cobb 
is the superlative, ‘the one fiery genius of the game.”’ 

The records speak for themselves. 

And they say Cobb. As do all the baseball writers who 
watched him play.

In old plumbifig systems the 
water supply and the waste connec- 
tions are frequently so arranged that 
double leaks may pollute the water 
supply. 

Where there are roaches, water 
bugs and other vermin, these may and 
often do transport disease germs of 
the most virulent types to the food 
supplies by passing from drains to 
the kitchen. : 

In addition it is essential to con- 
sider the bacteriological aspects of 
sewer and drain air. This so-called 
sewer gas has been known to carry 
disease-bearing germs which may 
menace the health if fiot the lives 
of the household. The air. escaping 
from old, rusted and long uncleaned” 
sink pipes contain dangerous . gases 
and a few dollars spent in improve- 
ments along this line now may avert 
a serious siege of expensive sickness 
in the family later.

“Water Hammer’ Is Urgent Signal 
Plumbing Contractor Is Needed

“W 

shut the water, there is a terrific 
noise in the entire piping system in 
my house.” : 
This is a complaint which home- 
owners and property managers have 
been reporting to plumbing contractors 
with increasing frequency in recent 
months, says the Plumbing and Heat- 
ing Bureau. 

The condition is known to plumb- 
ing contractors and hydraulic engi- 
neers as “water hammer.” Since this 
is a pressure disturbance in the piping 
system resulting from a defect, it is 

ming more prevalent as many 

buildings are beginning to show the 
effects of three years of starvation 
maintenance, 

water-hammer condition will 
never correct itself. For this reason 
the. prudent homeowner or property 
manager will call a reliable and ex- 
perienced plumbing contractor at the 
first indication of a water hammer. 

Thumping Causes Strain. 

This is particularly important be- 
cause the constant thumping of water 
in the pipes causes a severe strain on 
the entire piping system. Pipes in old 
houses have been known to burst or 
spring leaks as a result of the hydro- 
static pressure set up by a water-ham- 
mer condition. 

When leaks occur 
concealed in the walls or under the 
floors, considerable damage, expense 
and inconvenience may result, all of 
which can be avoided by prompt atten- 
tion ot the water-hammer condition. 

There are two distinct causes for 
noise in water piping. One is water- 
hammer due to lack of air chambers 
or air chambers filled with water. 
The other is defective washers or seats 
on valves or faucets worn mechanism

never I turn the faucet to 


in the closet tanks or flush valves, 
incorrect piping, inadequate pipe sizes 
and steam from overheated hot ‘water. 

In some cases noises from the city 
pumping station may be transmitted 
to near-by buildings. Sometimes noises 
in the piping system of a building 
have to be traced to the water pump- 
ing equipment located in the building. 

Most Common Cause, 

Probably the most common cause 
of water hammer is the lack of air 
chambers in the places where they are 
needed or the filling of air chambers 
with water. , 

Air chambers should be provided 
in connection with every faucet, valve, 


}or opening in the supply line of the 


plumBing system. An extra length of 
pipe, usually 18 inches, should be pro- 
vided at. the point where the faucet 
or valve branches off from the supply 
line and on the top of risers. 

The air in this piece of pipe acts as 
a cushion which bréaks the force of 
the water when the faucet is closed. In 
this connection it should be remem- 
bered that the water in a piping sys- 
tem is often under tremendous pres- 
sure, If it has been rushing through 
an open faucet and the faucet is sud- 
denly closed, naturally a resistance is 
set up. It. is the function of the air 
chamber to absorb this pressure. 

Air chambers in the plumbing eys- 
tems in old houses eventually become 
filled with water and for this reason 
a water-hammer condition may devel- 
op even though the piping system is 
fundamentally sound. competent 
plumbing contractor will be able to 
advise a homeowner on how air may 
be restored to the air chambers, so 
that the system will again function 
noiselessly.

sae Tuesday, were explained yester- 
day by Harold Hirsch, general chair- 
man. Mr. Hirsch and members of the 
general committee will meet at 2:30 
o'clock this afternoon at campaign 
headquarters, 1036 Hurt building, to 
discuss final details of the program. 

“The primary purpose of the na- 
tional organizations taking part in the 
campaign is to care for the people in 
Germany who, by the laws, are set 
apart as unworthy of citizenship,” the 
general chairman explained. “We 
want to. educate them so they may 
leave that country; to train them so 
they will be valuable citizens in other 
lands, and to care for those who, be- 
cause of old age, cannot leave Ger- 
many.” : 

One of the most widely-known at- 
torneys in the city, Mr. Hirsch was 
called a “tireless Jewish leader” by 
those who chose him to head the cam- 
paign. He is a native Atlantan. Aft- 
er graduating from Boys’ High school, 
he attended the University of Georgia 
where he won the A. B. and the L. L. 
D. degrees. He received his L. L. D. 
degree from Columbia University. 

Additional aims of campaign of- 
ficials, he said, will be to fight all 
anti-Semitic propaganda by educa- 


‘| tional programs and to illustrate to 


the people of this country that the 
Jews respect, honer and glorify in 
America’s institutions and traditions. 
He cited Poland as a country in which 
Jews are being oppressed by anti- 
Semitic propaganda. 

“I would like to say our purpose 
is not to take the place of any local 
charitable agency,” he said. “We will 
continue to support the charities of 
Atlanta. Our campaign is but a part 
of larger ones being carried on 
throughout the country. It is planned 
to eliminate a multiplicity of solicita- 
tions and drives.” 

In addition to aiding Jews who go 
to Palestine and other countries, he 
said, officials of the campaign intend 
to subscribe funds to the national or- 
ganizations in this country which sup- 
port citizens who are unable to care 
for themselves.
